Expect to cut $670,000

A Special Town Meeting to 
cut $670,000 from the town bud- 
get has been scheduled for Mon- 
day, Sept. 30, at 7 p.m., in the J. 
Everett Collins Center. 

The cuts are needed because 
state aid was $670,000 less than 
anticipated when the budget was 
approved in April. 

“We find ourselves $670,000 
out of balance from where we 
were at April 1 and 2 Town Meet- 
ing,” Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager, told the Board of 
Selectmen Monday night. 

“I’m hoping the cuts can be 
made” without reducing person- 
nel, Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Cuts and reappropriations 


recommend include: 

+ $200,000 approved for capital 
projects in April will be tabled: 

+ A $70,000 reduction in fixed 
costs due to unanticipated insur- 
ance premium savings due to 
conservative market; 

+ Approximately a $5,000 
rebate from the Greater 
Lawrence Technical School due 
to the deferred teacher compen- 
sation plan. The state plan to 
defer 1/12th teachers’ pay for 
each of the next two years is 
mandatory for technical schools 
in the state and will provide a 
small rebate from Andover’s 
contribution to the GLTS,

MBTA increase 
could add up to 
$260 a year

A commuter rail fare increase, 
scheduled to go into effect Tuesday, 
Sept. 3, could cost riders going from 
Andover to Boston an additional $260 a 
year, more if they take the subway 
once they get to North Station. 

Although other increases proposed 
by the Massachusetts Bay Transit 
Authority, such as those for buses and 
subways, are still being negotiated 
with the MBTA Advisory Board, com- 
muter rail increases are likely to be 
approved as proposed, according to 
Jim Ball, an MBTA spokesperson. 

A vote on the proposed increases is 
scheduled for Aug. 21. The fare 
increases.are a bid by the MBTA to 
raise $21 million requested by Gov. 
Weld. 

If approved, the cost of a ticket to 
take the train from the Ballardvale sta- 
tion to North Station in Boston will 
change from the current $2.50 each 
way to $3. The trip from the Railroad 
Street station to Boston will change 
from $2.75 to $3.25. 


The 50-cent increase, for commuters 
who go round trip to Boston, five days 
a week, 52 weeks a year, would be $260. 

Increases in rail fares at other 
points along the line range from 25 to 
75 cents. 

The only break for commuters will 
be in the cost of the 12-ride commuter 
rail discount tickets. The discount tick- 
ets, which currently give 12 rides at 
the cost of 11, will give 12 rides for the 
price of 10. 

A discount ticket that costs Ballard- 
vale riders $27.50 now, currently a $30 
value, will increase to $30. Railroad 
Street riders will pay $32.50 for the 12- 
ride ticket instead of the current 
$30.25. 

Cash fares are scheduled to increase 
Sept. 3, after the Labor Day holiday. 
Pass and discount ticket prices would 
increase October 1.

Historic Places. 

lirst, along Essex, 
Red Spring and Cuba 
streets is Abbot Village, 
second following 
Stevens and lower 
North Main streets is 
Marland Village and 
lastly, between Rail- 
road Street and upper 
North Main Street is 
the Tyer Rubber Com 
pany area, 

From 100 School St., 
the former Boston and 
Maine Railroad Station 
(1906), we will look at 
the long, three-story 
rectangular brick 
buildings across the 
tracks. These build- 
ings, now 
Dundee Park, were 
warehouses for the 
Smith and Dove Manu 
facturing Company 
(S&D), Although S&D 
dominated AV between 
1843 and 1928, Abbot 
brothers, Paschal and 
Abel, and Abraham 
Marland had estab 
lished spinning mills 
here along the river in 
the first decade of the 
19th century, 

Descending to 60-62 
Essex St. (c1820), note 
the similarity in form 
to 63-65. Both of these 
workers’ tenements 


part of 


may be some of the ear 
liest surviving struc 
tures in Abbot Village. 
Location and shelter 
were more important 
than space and comfort 
and proximity to the 
workplace was an eco- 
nomic necessity. These 
buildings were filled by 
tenants whose length of 
stay and size of family 
unit varied greatly. 

Stevens Street, for 
merly Marland Street, 
is the boundary of Mar 
land Village. At 55-57 
and 59-61 Stevens St. 
(1820s) are brick double 
housing dating from 
when Abraham Mar 
land’s second factory 
located down the street. 
At 40-42 Stevens St. 
(1820s) is the more typi 
cal wooden workers’ 
tenement. 

Of the Marland 
Stevens Mills (1820s 
1940s), only one woolen 
mill survives the initial 
operation on the west 
side of the river just 
downstream from the 
dam, Originally Greek 
Revival in style, the 
brick structure retains 
its granite sills and lin 
tels. Three stories 
remain as the pitched 
roof and fourth story 
were removed circa 
1910 when a new fourth 


story with a flat roof 


was added. 

In 1879 the mills 
employed 150 opera 
tives and manufactured 
500,000 pounds of wool 
yearly. 

An 1883 spinning 
and carding mill 
(fourth story added cir 
ca 1925) is distin 
guished by segentally 
arched windows, 
ornate brick corbeling 
and a five-story bell 
tower. A four-story 
weaving mill built in 
1925 has a distinctive 
saw-toothed roof, Other 
prominent structures 
include a_ two-story 
picker house built in 
1850 and a two-story 


finishing/spinning mill 
dating from 1864, both 
on the east side. Vari 
ous additions from1925- 
‘40 obscure some of the 
smaller, older build 
ings. The Stevens Com- 
pany went out of busi 
ness in the 1960s and 
since the time, a vari 
ety of small companies 


have operated out of 


some of the buildings. 

In the initial years 
of the mill's expansion, 
more workers were 
needed, so young, sin 
gle men and women 
often came from their 
New England farms to 
earn their indepen 
dence or supplement 
their family’s earnings. 
Letters in the Andover 
Historical Society’s 
archives written by 
four Russell sisters, 
who worked in the 
Marland Mills curing 
the 1820s, ‘30s and '40s, 
vividly describe their 
daily regimen. Abigail 
writes to her Maine 
family that she is 
“aspinning for Mr. 
Marland.” Her pay is $2 
a week of which $1 goes 
for room and board. 
Martha convinces her 
family that she is well 
and working no harder 
than she would back 
home on the farm 

The former Tyer 
Rubber Company, at 30 
Railroad St. (19¢2) is a 
significant Roman 
esque Revival-style 
building in the AVID.

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School board hires 4 more teachers

South and West Elementary schools will 
each have a new teacher at the start of the 
school year. Both schools have overcrowded 
classrooms in which there are as many as 31 


students. 


The School Committee voted Tuesday to 
hire two teachers and reduce overcrowding 
in the first grade at West and third grade at 
South. The committee also hired two other 
teachers to be placed where needed as ele- 
mentary enrollments grow. The school 
department is keeping close watch on the 
fifth-grade at both West and Bancroft ele- 
mentary schools, said Mark McQuillan, 
superintendent of schools. 

Debra Dunn, principal of Bancroft, said 
without action from the School Committee 
there would have been three fifth-grade 
classrooms with approximately 31 students 
in each, The new teacher now takes the stu- 


dent-teacher ratios down to 23 or 24 students 


to each regular classroom teacher in that 


grade, she said. 


Jack Coyle, principal at West Elementary 
School, said another first-grade teacher will 
allow him to schedule six first-grade class- 
rooms with student-teacher ratios of about 28 
another teacher he said there 
would be five first-grade classrooms with 
about 27 students in each. 

Mr. Colye estimates there will be at least 
28 students in each fifth-grade classroom at 
West Elementary if a new teacher isn’t hired. 
He said that number could grow to at least 31 
when special-education students are main- 
streamed and new residents are assigned to 
the fifth-grade classes. He said the number 
could drop if more fifth-graders move out of 
the West Elementary neighborhood, but so 
far he hasn’t received any requests to trans- 
fer school records for exiting students. 

According to Mr. Coyle, the School Com- 
mittee policy on student-teacher ratios at the 
elementary level is 23 to one in the first, sec- 
ond and third grades. The maximum number 
of students for the fourth , fifth and sixth

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Area media omit rape victims’ names —

76-year-old woman alleged she 
was raped and beaten and 
allowed The Eagle-Tribune in 
North Andover to use her name 
in an interview. 

The story was a unique one, 
according to Dan Warner, execu- 
tive editor of The Eagle- 
Tribune, because “the over- 
whelming majority of stories on 
rape don’t name the victim.” 


The 76-year-old woman was 
“mad, vocal and on a crusade,” 
according to Mr. Warner, and 
she wanted to have her story 
told. 

He said The Eagle-Tribune’s 
policy is not to name the victim 
unless given consent. Like most 
other media, his reporters rely 
on police and court documents 
for information on alleged rapes, 
Mr. Warner said. 


The Townsman’s policy 

In Andover during the past 
three months, the Townsman 
has published two separate sto- 
ries about alleged rapes of minor 
teen-aged girls by men over the 
age of 17. Perry Colmore Catlin, 
editor of the Townsman, said 
neither woman was named 
because they allegedly are vic- 
tims and they are younger than 
17. 

The Townsman’s policy con- 
cerning victims of sexual crimes 
is not to publish their names 
without consent. The man in 
each case was named because 
each was arrested and charged 
with a crime and each was older 
than 17. 

The Townsrnan is not adverse 
to using a rape victim’s name. 

“We would ask to use (the vic- 
itm’s) name because we believe 
if more women start talking 
about rape and using their 
names their openness will stress 
that this is not her fault. They 
are victims, just the same as oth- 
er victims of crimes, such as a 
shooting,” Ms. Catlin said. 


She believes the social stigma 
still attached to rape today 
deters many women from both 
coming forward and reporting 
rape and giving permission to 
have their names printed. 

Rape reports in Andover 


“Our job is to reflect what’s 
happening in the community. 
We have to be realistic about 
what happens in the world. Rape 
is something that happens and it 
happens here,” Ms. Catlin said. 

One case occurred in July 
when a man employed by a car- 
nival company working in town 
was charged with raping a 
minor teen-aged girl who he 


allegedly met at the carnival. 
According to police reports, the 
man was visiting someone in 
town and the teen-aged girl went 
to visit him in his friend’s apart- 
ment where the rape allegedly 
occurred. 


“I think that was a really 
important story,” said Ms. 
Catlin. “I hope young people 
might read that story and be 
warned you should be careful 
where you go unattended with 
people you don’t know or just 
met.” 


Another case in town that the 
Townsman covered, a few 
months ago, was when a minor 
teen-aged girl was parking with 
her boyfriend, who was older 
than 17. According to police 
reports, an officer who investi- 
gated the parked car realized 
intercourse had occurred and 
the girl was under 16 years old. 
According to state law, the man 
was guilty of statutory rape and 
the officer arrested him. 


The Townsman published the 
man’s name because he was 
charged with a crime and he was 
over 17. The paper’s policy is to 
report the names of people 
charged with crimes if they are 
17 years old or over. 


Other media’s policies 

North Shore Weeklies, a chain 
of weekly newspapers with 
headquarters in Ipswich, also 
does not print a rape victim’s 
name without consent. 

“Our policy is like most 
responsible newspapers and that 
is not to print their names 
unless the victim wishes. The 
policy is based on human car- 
ing. Rape is a very traumatic 
crime,” said Selma Williams, 
editor-in-chief of North Shore 
Weeklies. 

She believes victims will talk 
more freely if the media doesn’t 
name them. But, Ms. Williams 
said that withholding their 
names makes what they say 
“somewhat suspect.” 


Paul L. Briand III, editor of 
the Beverly Times, a daily news- 
paper on the North Shore, said 
his paper doesn’t print rape vic- 
tims’ names without consent. He 
said in many cases he’s found 
that victims feel assaulted by the 
media when their stories are 
told in the press. 


“We report rape cases, but we 
don’t report victims’ names. It 
has been a long standing policy 
at the Beverly Times that identi- 
fying the women would re-vic- 
timize them.” 


Mr. Briand said he has conferred with sev- 
eral social-service agencies and attended con- 
ferences on victims’ rights during his tenure 
at the Beverly Times. He believes this has 
helped him be more sensitive to the issues 
faced by victims of sexual crimes. 


The Connector, a student-run publication 
at U-Mass at Lowell, has reported on one 
alleged rape case during Managing Editor 
Michelle Tellier’s tenure there. 


“To protect the privacy of the victim, we 
do not print rape victims’ names,” she said.

Mr. Allen was a music teacher for 12

financial systems for Millipore Corp. 
in Bedford, had their first son, 
Jonathan, in 1986. 

“You are talking to someone who is 

80 degrees from where I was 10 years 
ago,” Mr, Allen says. 

His wife took a short maternity 
leave, then went back to work. 

“There was no such thing as pater 
nity leave in the school,” Mr, Allen 
says. 

Mr. Allen continued to work part 
time while Jonathan was in day care in 
a private home five or six hours a day, 
three or four days a week. 

“The rest of the time he was with 
me,” Mr. Allen says. 

Then, in 1988, the couple learned 
they were expecting twins, and when 
Zachary and Nicholas were born in 
July of 1989, the couple made the deci 
sion that, for a higher quality of life for 
their children, he would stay home 
full-time. 

“And I have been home ever since,”

Mr. Pennington doesn’t brag about 
his cooking, but says it’s “adequate.” 

“We don’t burn the chicken. We 
don’t burn the water. But I don’t think 
Justin’s is going to hire me,” he says. 
Keeping them amused 

Both men agree that continually 
changing the environment is essential 
to keep the children amused. 

Mr. Pennington says he has to get 
down to Greg's level, to get into his 
head, to figure out how to entertain 
him. 

“As he gets older it’s a lot more 
fun,” Mr. Pennington says. “It’s a lot 
more rewarding than it was. Before, it 
was just getting through the day.” 

Since Greg was a baby, taking him 
outside has been the best way to stop 
him from erying, and still he is awed 
by all the stimuli outdoors. 

Greg likes to read and Dad loves to 
teach him things. 

“It’s very rewarding to try and teach 
something to him and a day or two 
down the road he actually does it,” Mr.

The switch wasn’t for 
ease or expense as much as practicali- 
ty. As the kids got bigger they pulled 
off the Velcro on the wraps, which held 
the diapers in place, and ended up run- 
ning around with nothing on. The dis- 
posable diapers stay on better, he says. 
Playtime for Dad 

Mr. Pennington and Mr. Allen also 
have different ideas about playtime for 
Dad. 

“I don't have one,” Mr. Allen says. 

“T usually get about two to three 
hours of playtime in the morning,” Mr. 
Pennington says. 

Mr. Pennington is a runner, bicycler 
and swimmer. He hires a sitter in the 
mornings so he can exercise or “run an 
errand or two that I wouldn’t be able to 
do with him.” 

But he says his priorities have 
changed. He used to train for a race 
and just go do it no matter what came 
up. 

“Now the focus has to be on Greg,” 
he says. 

He was planning on going to a road 
race one night recently, right up until 
Greg came down with a virus and a 
fever of 103 F. 

So he has combined his interests 
with his new career as a househusband 
by using the baby jogger and spending 
more time organizing road races 
instead of participating in them.

“In the time we spend 
together, we're usually talking about 
the kids.” 

Mr. Allen says his wife doesn’t sec- 
ond-guess him, 

‘T think she feels confident in what 
I’m doing, so it’s not a problem,” he 
says. 

Mr, Allen says he’s not jealous of his 
wife for being out every day where she 
can socialize and interact with peers, 
but he sometimes misses school. 

“T Joved the kids at school,” he says. 

And his wife is only jealous of him 
because of the children. 

“She is a little jealous, only from the 
fact that she misses the children,” he 
says. ; 

But he says his wife is also comfort 
able with the fact that maybe it’s not in 
her temperament to do parenting full 
time.

No matter what the reason, the per- 
son called teen-ager has changed and 
society needs to accept that. Parents, 
kids, schools and churches, as well as 
the communities in which they live, 
need to address teen-agers’ problems. 

We have a start right here in 
Andover, at BrookRidge Community 
Church.

Peterson, who played Kenickie. They 
probably won't like it and he proba- 
bly will, but Mark reminded me of 
the late James Dean. Mark was excel- 
lent. His parents said this is Mark’s 
first appearance with the company. 
A student at Syracuse University, he

Also good were Vanessa Hill and 
Tom Ste. Marie as lovestruck teens. 
Ms. Hill was diagnosed with 
mononucleosis during the duration 
of the play, but you’d never know it. 

Hats off to Annette Cohen, who 
played Miss Lynch, the uptight 
teacher who the kids mock behind 
her back. She did a good job. 

Speaking of Ms. Cohen, Don Robb, 
producer of Grease, told me there 
were no understudies for the produc- 
tion and just before one presentation, 
Ms. Cohen was called away on an 
important family matter. Someone 
was madly memorizing Miss Lynch’s 
lines half an hour before curtain 
time. Ms. Cohen showed up with 
something like 20 minutes to go. 

Saturday’s production was out- 
doors at Dragon’s Lair Playground at 
Bancroft Elementary School. The 
sound system didn’t work well - 
sometimes you could barely hear, 
especially when Vanessa Hill sang 
her solos from her bedroom. Still, it 
was a good production to do out- 
doors.

Marie 
drives onto the set in an old car, so 
he and his date can take in a movie 
at the drive-in. Very effective. 

Twice the production had to be

Once again, Dennis Lorne did an 
excellent job with the choreography.

Editor, Townsman: 

Recently, several news articles have 
circulated regarding the Qualified 
Medicare Beneficiary (QMB) program 
to assist low-income senior citizens 
with the costs of Medicare. I want to 
take this opportunity to inform you of 
these Medicare benefits. 

In recent years, Congress has acted 
to relieve some of the extreme finan- 
cial hardships affecting millions of 
low-income senior citizens. Unfortu- 
nately, the 2.2 to 2.3 million poor senior 
citizens nationwide who are eligible 
for the QMB program are not receiving 
the benefits because they may not be 
aware of their rights. 

In the Medicare Catastrophic Cover- 
age Act of 1988, Congress required that 
Medicaid pay the Medicare premiums 
and deductibles for low-income per- 
sons. Low-income persons are classi- 
fied as having an annual income below 
$6,860 for one person and $9,120 for a 
two-person family. 

Also, a beneficiary cannot have 
additional resources or assets such as 
bank accounts or stocks and bonds 
worth more than $4,000 for an individu- 
al or $6,000 for a couple. 

For those senior citizens who quali- 
fy, Medicaid will assist in paying your 
share of Medicare costs. 

Below is a list of medical expenses 
that Medicaid will cover under the 
Qualified Medicare Beneficiary pro- 
gram: 

-A monthly premium of $29.90; 

* A $628 deductible for hospitaliza- 
tion;

vices are to be targeted, depends on “a num- 
ber of variables,” and will not be known for 
at least a couple more weeks, according to 
the town manager, 

Mr. Stapezynski on Tuesday said he told 
Mark McQuillan, school superintendent, to 
plan on a worst-case scenario of $470,000 in 
cuts, to be split 60/40 between the school and 
town, and a best case of $270,000 in cuts. 
Eight warrant articles 

The Town Meeting warrant opened Aug. 
12 and will remain open until Aug. 26. 

Mr. Stapezynski said he already expects 
eight articles to be on the warrant, including: 

* Budget cuts of $670,000. 

* School superintendent’s recommenda- 
tion on town’s participation in “Super Tues- 
day.” Super Tuesday is the state’s plan to 
allow any city or town to hold an override 
vote to make up for reductions in state aid. 
The town manager is recommending against 
participation and expects the superintendent 
to also recommend against it. 

* Planning Board article to amend the zon- 
ing bylaw to ease regulations on yard sales 
and cottage industries. 

* Proposal for a sidewalk on Lowell Street. 

* Proposal for a sidewalk on Lincoln 
Street, 

* Private article to amend zoning bylaw 
regarding storage of unregistered vehicles. 

- Private article to amend zoning bylaw to 
allow construction of mausoleums. 

* Possible private article for street accep- 
tances. ‘ 

(Private articles are articles proposed by 
private citizens, as opposed to boards or com- 
missions.) 


Closing out fiscal 1991 

On a lighter note, the town manager and 
his staff are still closing out fiscal 1991, but 
preliminary figures appear to be up from last 
year, according to Mr. Stapezynski. 

Property tax collections are up 1 percent 
from last year, from 95 to 96 percent, repre- 
senting about $40,000. 

Estimated receipts are close to what was 
targeted, and free cash, a sign of financial 
stability for municipalities, is better than 
forecast: up from $200,000 last year to 
$300,000 this year. 

In light of the economy in general, Mr. 
Stapezynski was happy with the numbers. 

“Overall we have improved,” he said. 
“Nevertheless, we are going to have to make 
reductions and that is the purpose of Town 
Meeting,”

Dean Chiungos —- a name to remember

There are three sports whose ath- 
letes seem to develop at super speed 
and reach their potential at a very ear- 
ly age. 

Most Olympic-caliber swimmers 
and gymnasts, as well as some tennis 
players who will soon be challenging at 
Wimbledon and Forest Hills, burst on 
the scene before they are old enough to 
legally drive, vote or join the military. 

The current spate of outstanding 
young American pro tennis players 
includes, most notably, 15-year-old Jen- 
nifer Capriati who is following the lead 
established by Chris Evert and perpet- 
uated by Tracy Austin and others. 

While it is a little tougher for a 
young male to crack the ATP Top 100,

teenagers. They are the latter-day Jim- 
my Connors and John McEnroe. 

Locally the town of Andover seems 


to produce a disproportionate share of 


outstanding young tennis talent, 
including Jeff Chiang who now plays 
for pay and recently competed in the 
J.S. Pro Championships at Longwood 
Cricket Club in Chestnut Hill. 

Andover High boasted two of the top 
amateur players in the state in recent 
years, Jeff Hechemy and Jeff Chiang’s 
brother Chris, and will have Paul 
Bernardin back next spring. 
Remember his name 

The next great talent to emerge from 
this area will be 12-year-old Dean Chi- 
ungos, who today is ranked No. 2 in his 
New England Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion (NELTA) age group. 

He’s been whipping players three 
and four years older, and twice his 
physical size, with regularity since he 
was nine. 

Dean is so good, in fact, that this 
week he is in Boca Raton, Florida par- 
ticipating in the United States Tennis 
Association (USTA) Challenge Cup 
which brings together the top 36 play- 
ers in the country from various age 
groups. 

Chiungos returns from Florida Sun- 
day and will have just two days of rest 
before competing in the New England 
Open at Brown University in Provi- 
dence, R.I. August 21-23. 

Dean, who will be a seventh grader 
at Pike School this fall, also spent eight 
days in late July at Lansing, Michigan 
playing in a National Tournament 
where he posted a 6-4 won-lost record 
against other 12-year-old tennis phe- 
noms from across the country. 

The 5-foot, 88-pound dynamo will 
have to get used to traveling and hectic 
schedules if his tennis continues to 
improve at its present pace. 

Apparently Prince Sports, Inc. 
thinks it will, as they presented Chiun- 
gos with a sponsorship gift worth 
$4,000 in equipment just last week. He

promises of more to come. 

The assistance will come in handy 
as a typical Prince racquet used by Chi- 
ungos costs approximately $220. 

Chiungos, who turned 12 last month, 
was introduced to the game of tennis 
six years ago by his mother Kiki. 

“T played a lot of tennis socially, and 
would drag Dean and (15-year-old) 
Byron with me,” explained Mrs, Chiun- 
gos. “Both developed an interest from 
hanging around the court so much.” 
Quick learner 

It was apparent, even at age six, that 
Dean had exceptional aptitude in the 
sport. 

For two years the resident of 25 
Greybirch Road in West Andover prac- 
ticed primarily with his mother and 
older brother. 

Until the inquiries started. 

“T knew he was a natural athlete and 
a nice little player,” said his mother. 
“But people kept asking me who Dean’s 
coach was, what club he played for and 
what I was planning for him.” 

Soon after he started taking lessons 
with his first coach, Paul Berguson, at 
Rolling Green (Old Colony Tennis Cen- 
ter). 

Berguson, who has since shifted to 
the Willows Racquet Club in North 
Andover, put Dean on the Old Colony 
team and at age nine he was challeng- 
ing and beating 13- and 14-year old 
teammates. 

Chiungos also hooked up briefly 
with Jim Ahearn at Cedardale in 
Haverhill, and ultimately with Laury 
Hamel at the Longfellow Tennis and 
Fitness Club in Wayland. 

Hamel, who saw Dean play on the 
NELTA circuit and wanted to be his 
personal instructor, runs a summer 
camp at the club which Dean has now 
attended the last four years. 

“At first we (husband John) were 
reluctant to take Dean to Wayland, 
because it’s a 45-minute ride each way. 


But Laury was persistent and won out. 
Dean and Laury have the same basic 
personality and they relate to one 
another well. It's been a good move.” 

“My coach turned everything 
around,” said Dean. “IT wanted to go to 
him because he has a good reputation 
and knows a lot about tennis. He 
changed my grip from Western to semi- 
Western, and it’s given me more power 
to go with my topspin.” 

Rapid rise 

Dean, who practices weekdays and 
takes Saturday and Sunday off, has 
climbed the NELTA ladder swiftly. 

As a nine-year-old he was unranked 
but earned honorable mention in the 
organization’s B Division. By age 10 he 
was No, 7 in the B’s, last year he was 
elevated to the A Division as an 11- 
year-old and was ranked No, 6, and this 
year he’s No, 2 in the 12’s. 

The No, 1 player in the division is 
Reeve Segal of Newton, but he did not 
play as well as Chiungos in Michigan 
and did not qualify for the Challenge 
Cup in Boca Raton. 

Dean feels he is a better doubles 
than singles player, and hours before 
his flight to Florida last Sunday he was 
watching and cheering for NELTA dou- 
bles partner Damon Accardi of Wilbra- 
ham at a Westford Swim and Tennis 
Club tournament. 

Together the pair, who resemble 
each other physically and are some- 
times mistaken as brothers, have won 
a doubles tourney in Woburn and 
placed high in several other events. 

Individually Dean has won a couple 
of National Zonal Qualifying Tourna- 
ments, including one in Longmeadow, 
and he’s battled to the finals at Sims- 
bury, Conn. and Woburn and the semi- 
finals at Winchester. 

This was his second time in Michi- 
gan and he did considerably better this 
year. 

Dean feels his forehand is the 
strength of his game, and points to his 
serve as the part that needs the most 
work, 

“T’m a baseline player,” he said. “I 
do well when I go to the net, which I’m 
doing more and more, but usually I 
stay back and try to move my opponent 
around. I like to set them up for pass- 
ing shots.” 

“Dean plays with a lot of guts,” adds 
a not-unbiased Kiki Chiungos. “He’s 
fun to watch because he combines 
finesse and athletic ability. During one 
match in Michigan he dove flat out for 
the ball, returned it, and continued 
playing the point from his knees, 

“He has personality on the court, 
but he respects the underdog and never 
tries to show anyone up or throw a 
temper tantrum (a la McEnroe and Ille 
Nastase).” 

Having fun 

“You can tell Dean’s having fun out 
there,” adds Pam Accardi, Damon’s 
mother. “He’s a flashy player who 


chases everything down, hits every- 
thing back and is all over the court. 
He’s an excellent volleyer, with a good 
overhand, and he’s superb in doubles.” 

Chiungos, whose favorite player is 
Boris Becker, is an honor roll student 
at Pike where he played No. 1 singles 
for the tennis team last spring and 
went 10-0 against admittedly over- 
matched opponents. 

“Tt was important for him to be part 
of an organized tennis team for the 
first time,” said Kiki Chiungos, 

Byron, who has not concentrated on 
the sport as hard as Dean, is a sopho 
more at Phillips Academy and played 
on the school team last spring. He also 
played NELTA and was ranked in the 
14-year-old A’s last year. 

Pike School played the PA junfsr 
varsity in an exhibition match, and 
then 11-year-old Dean beat the No. 1 JV 
player at Phillips who was four years 
older, 

“They had heard about Dean 
(through Byron) and knew what to 
expect before the match,” said Kiki 
Chiungos. “It went to a second set 
tiebreaker and was great to watch.” 

The Phillips coach reportedly 
gnashed his teeth during the match 
and looked a little stunned when it was 
over, 

Dean used to play Little League 
baseball, but now concentrates on ten- 
nis 12 months a year, In the winter*e 
plays and practices indoors at Wayland 
and the Executive Racquet Club in 
Woburn. 

In Boca Raton he is playing fifth sin- 
gles and doubles for the team from the 
Northeastern Zone, one of four nine- 
player Zonal squads from around the 
country. 

The first three days of the Challenge 
Cup were spent playing on a hardcourt 
surface, one singles match in the morn- 
ing and one doubles match in the after- 
noon. The next three days followed the 
same format on a clay surface. 

Tennis benefits 

Dean was careful to mention two 
girls from the area who are also play- 
ing on his team in Florida, Monique 
Weir of Boston and Krissie Dascoli of 
Rowley. One of them, he confided, “is 
real cute.” 

Chiungos, who is very focused and 
able to excel at both his studies and 
tennis, has plenty of time to decide 
whether he’ll attend private school, 
Andover High or a special tennis 
school. All options are open and “in 
two years it’s going to be a difficult 
choice,” admitted his mother. , 

Dean’s father is a lawyer, and right 
now his biggest ambitions are to play 
college tennis and eventually become a 
doctor. 

“T’'m not sure if I’d want to be a pro 
tennis player if I had the chance,” says 
Dean. 

Besides, by the time he’s out of medi- 
cal school he’ll be way past his prime.

cratic for three to rescind them,” he 
said. “A new member will be chosen on 
(Aug.) 27th and at that time I’m willing 
to review the fees,” Mr. Hubbell said.
